Blavuet, French chauffeur for llarry 
F. Sinclair during the Fall-Sinclair 
conspiracy trial here, was called this 
afternoon before the%grand jury in­ 
vestigating jury tampering charges, 
which yesterday caused a declara­ 
tion of mistrial. 
The chauffeur told reporters 
be­ 
fore he entered the grand jury room 
that he was employed with his car 
by A. Mason Day, vice-president of 
the Sinclair Exploration 
Company. 
Day is charged by the government 
with being “ contact m an” between 
Burns detectives, 
who 
shadowed 
the jurors, and the detectives’ em­ 
ployer, who it is charged, was Sin­ 
clair. 
Day himself went 
before 
the j 
grand jury today for the second time 
and again refused to testify, accord- ! 
ing to his 
attorney. 
Government . 
lawyers announced they intended to , 
summon him before Chief 
Justice j 
Walter I. McCoy of the District of 
Columbia Supreme Court and 
de- i 
mand he be required to answer ques­ 
tions certified by the grand jury. 
The government alleged Day’s ex­ 
cuse for not testifying was wot ade­ 
quate to grant him immunity. 
Day 
told government attorneys 
he 
was 
guilty of nothing in this case 
and 
the government intends to 
argue 
that if this is true Day has no claim 
of constitutional immunity on ground 
of 
possible 
self-incrimination 
through testifying. 
The government’s appearance be­ 
fore Justice McCoy was 
scheduled 
for this afternoon, hut was 
post­ 
poned until tomorrow on the plea of 
Day’s attorney that he had an im­ 
portant ease this 
afternoon 
and 
could not appear to represent 
his 
client.

The 12 dismissed jurors, including 
Edward J. Kidwell, who was declared 
in two affiavits to have said he 
ex­ 
pected an automobile “ a block long” 
if Sinclair were acquitted, were

the court house readv to go before 
the grand jurv. After a two 
hour 
conferen«^ with government attorn­ 
eys, however, they were excused un­ 
til tomorrow. It was said the gov­ 
ernment wished to lav a groundwork 
with the grand jury before calling on 
them for their testimony.

Representatives of Interested Indus­ 
tries Seek to Have Them Removed 
In New Measure 


Miss Lena Buell, who toured Eur­ 
ope last summer and visited eight 
countries, spoke at the Kiwanis club 
today and in a very interesting man­ 
ner told of rural life in France, Italy 
and England, as she observed these 
countries during her travels. 
Her talk w a s indeed interesting as 
she touched upon the different phas­ 
es of life in these countries. Before 
g\ing to Europe, she stated, she felt 
toward France 
that 
they 
should 
make an effort to pay their war debt 
to the United States, but after visit­ 
ing there and seeing conditions for 
herself, she had changed her mind, 
and would he satisfied to give them 
additional time to make payments. 
The program today was in charge 
of the underpriviledged child 
com­ 
mittee, and Miss Buell was 
intro­ 
duced by Dr. M. C. Sexton, chair­ 
man of that committee. Guests to­ 
day included Paul Spivey, Mrs. 
A. 
W. Jamieson and 
Charles 
Brooks. 
Preceding the 
address 
a roll call 
was given of the membership. 
Miss Buell explained 
that 
time 
would not permit her to review her 
trip in the eight countries, and she 
decided to take the club members on 
a “ trip ” to France, Italy-and Eng­ 
land. Miss Buell will appear Sunday 
night 
at 
the 
First 
Presbyterian 
church and speak on the 
religious 
phases 
existing 
in tin* 
countries 
which she visited, and this will no 
doubt be instructive and interesting. 
Miss Buell explained that she was 
so inspired over the rural life 
in 
these countries, because it was 
so 
widely varied 
from 
that 
in 
this 
country. She described 
the 
small 
fields, which resemble 
our 
garden 
patches here, and the vast number 
ow women working 
in the 
fields, 
and on the highways. 
There are few rural homes, she 
stated, with people living in towns 
and hamlets, and going from these 
into the fields for work. She showed 
various other forms of contrast be­ 
tween the rural conditions in France 
and those 
in America. 
She 
also 
touched upon Paris, and described 
the beauty of that city. There are no 
traffic rules, and machines dodge in 
and out wherever they can find 
a 
place to go, she stated. 
She explained that every foot 
of 
ground in France and other coun­ 
tries is under cultivation, with wo­ 
men working in the fields along with 
the men. Very few horses were used, 
with farm labor being carried on by 
oxen teams, Miss Buell declared. 
When she 
went 
to France 
she 
had the opinion that they could pay 
some of their war debt, 
but 
after 
visiting there, she declared that ten 
years had made big improvements in

ATTITUDE OF SOME FARMERS 


Continue to Believe Experiment Sta­ 
tions Issue “ Order'’ Not To Sow 
Before Certain Date 


During the past lfi 
days 
many 
questions have come to the county 
agent’s office relative to the Hessian 
fly and its life cycle.* The continued 
warm weather this fall has permit­ 
ted the fly to develop and do more 
or less damage in some scattered 
fields over the county. 
A few farmers continue to main­ 
tain the attitude that 
the 
federal 
department of agriculture and the 
several experiment stations 
in the 
wheat belt issue an “ order” each 
fall that farmers “ shall not sow” 
before a 
definite 
date, commonly 
known as the fly free date. 
A brief explanation of how the 
fly free date is determined, possibly 
will answer many questions. The fly 
free date is not based on an indi­ 
vidual experiment nor on observa­ 
tions in one year, but is based 
on 
the results from 40 or more sowing 
plots in many sections of the cen­ 
tral west which have been running 
during the past 10 or 15 years. In 
determining the date to sow wheat 
the government has used as a basis, 
not only the relation of time of sow­ 
ing to fly infestation and damage, 
but also the relation of time of sow­ 
ing on final 
yields. 
These 
yields 
have been taken in years when the 
fly was absent as well as in fly abun­ 
dant years, and have shown that 
the best time to sow wheat to avoid 
the fly is likewise the best time 
to 
sow wheat whether the fly is present 
or not. Exceptional condtiions some­ 
times prevail as was the case 
in 
192G. 
Many farmers who have no indi­ 
cation of fly at this time are won­ 
dering whether they will have 
any 
loss next spring. 
It is known that 
the time of sowing will not prevent 
a spring infestation, and 
that fly 
will issue from volunteer wheat 
as 
well as from early sown wheat and 
infest the later sown wheat in the

N YOUR mind and mine there seems to be some 
peculiar 
distinction 
between cross-country and 
around-town miles. If the oil in the crank case is 
dark and thin and we’re going somewhere, we drive 
first to a service station and replace it with fresh oil. 
But if we’re going to be around town we don’t mind 
putting it off a few days, and generally we do. 


It s a grave mistake. 
Around-town miles demand

In town 
or out, watch your oil. 
When your 
speedometer shows it has served as many hundred 
miles as the maker of your car suggests you use oil, 
have it drained out and fresh oil put in. 
And 
as 
extra precaution, never buy gasoline without letting 
the careful White Star attendant examine your oil 
as to quantity and quality.

A decision of the Indiana •'State 


Industrial Board has been received 
lere in the case for compensation 
heard last week by Mrs. Margaret 
A. Gregg against the School City of 
lushville, in which judgment for the 
petitioner was awarded, for full' 
•ompensation, amounting to $4,000. 


The petition of Mrs. Gregg was 


based on a plea that her husband, 
Samuel Grant Gregg, who was em- 
ployed as custodian of the Graham 
school building, fell from a ladder 
January 28, 1927, which 19 days 
ater is said to have caused pneu- 
monia, and was fatal on March 24. 


Tha. award was made by Thomas 


RUey,,a member of the board who 
leard the petition here. The school 
city may-file an appeal to the entire 
ward, it was stated. 


The award places the judgment 


forvMrs. Gregg at $13.20 a week for 
full time, or 300 weeks, and also 
adds $100 funeral expenses to be 
paid by the school city. The evidence 
showed at the hearing that the 
school officials had not been notified 
of the fall, until after his death, two 
months later. The school board does 
not carry compensation insurance, 
and if the order ie made final by 
future decisions the payment 
of 


compensation will be by taxation.

Very few horses were used, 
with farm labor being carried on by 
oxen teams. Miss Buell declared. 


When she went to France she

Before Certain Date 


During thfc past 10 days many 


questions have come to the connjy 
agent's office relative to the Hessian - 
fly and its life cycle; The continued 
warm weather this fall has permit- 
ted the fly to develop and do more • 
or less damage in some scattered 
fields over the county. 


A few farmers continue to main- 


tain the attitude that 
the federal 


department of agriculture and the 
several experiment 'stations in the , 
wheat belt issue an "order" each 
fall that farmers "shall not sow'! 
before a definite date, commonly 
known as the fly free date. 


A >brief explanation of how the 


fly free date is determined,- possibly 
will answer many questions. The fly 
free date is not based on an indi- 
vidual experiment nor on observa- 
tions in one year, tout is based on 
the results from 40 or more sowing 
plots ii| many sections 'of the cen- 
tral west which have -been running 
during the past 10 or 15 years. In 
determining the date to sow wheat 
the government has used as a basis, 
not only the relation of time of sow- 
ing to fly infestation and damage, 
but also the relation of time of saw- 
ing on final yields. These yields 
have 'been taken in years when the 
fly was absent as well as in fly abun- 
dant years, and have shown that' 
the best time to sow wheat to avoid 
the fly is likewise the best time to 
:sow wheat whether the fly;is present 
or not. Exceptional conditions some- 
times prevail as was the case in 
1926. 
; • 


Many farmers Who have no indi- 


cation of fly at this time are won- 
dering whether they will have any 
loss' next spring. It is known that 
the time of sowing will .not prevent, 
a spring infestation, and that fly 
will issue from volunteer wheat as . 
well as from early sown wheat and' 
infest the later sown wheat in the

N YOUR mind and mine there stems to be tome 
peculiar distinction between cross-country and 
around-town miles. If the oil in the crank case is
